The major has served two and one- 
half years in the trenches and his 
Wlk is about things that are trans- 
piring right at the front. In refer- 
ring to these matters the Major says: 


"Your American boys are confront- 


ing an extremely diflicult task; they 
have lots of work to do, but we all 
know that they are more than equal 
to any work before them, and they 
are going to succeed. The Allies arc 
co-operating in a most 
wdn.derful 


manner, supremely confident of the 
outcome 
of 
their 
united 
efforts. 


Optimism permeates the armies of 
Democracy on the Western Front and 
we can not, dare not, fail." 


This, in substance, is the message 


brought to the people of Milwaukee 
and other cities In Wisconsin by Maj. 
K. B. Ferguson, Royal British Artil- 
lery, who opened a speaking cam- 
paign in this city at several theatres 
Wednesday night In behalf of the 
Red Cross campaign for a .fund- of 
$1,000,000.00. 


Maj. 
Ferguson has been in this 


country ten days, His appearance in 
this state was arranged by the Red 
Croas campaign commlUoo, thru the 
British embassy at Washington. The 
British army officer 
was invalided 


home after two and one-half years of 
active service in France, 


Served in China 


Maj, 
Ferguson joined the British 


army in 1900 at the time 
of 
the 


South African war. After three years 
of service In England and Ireland he 
went to China, where he served on 
the staff of the General Commander 
in the British Contingent, Chinese 
Expeditionary Forces, which have 
been maintained in North China ever 
since the Boxer 
uprising eighteen' 


years ago, 


After leaving China, Maj. Fergu- 


son was stationed for three years at 
Gibraltar anil later did special ser- 
vice in England, whore he was at the 
time the great war broke out. He 
saw service first with the Belgian 
army at Louvain, Mallnes and Ant- 
werp, 
Speaking of the value of the Red 


Cross work on , the battlefields of 
France, Maj, Ferguson said: 
"It Is difficult 
;l<o describe ade- 


quately the work of the Red Crass, 
because it means so much. Its agents 
are present wherever there is misery 
and suffering and that means prac- 
tically all over Europe. Its workers 
are soldiers in every sense of the 
word. 
Nurses Under Fire 


"The hospitals where the nurses 


work are in range of the big caliber 
guns and these women are constantly 
In danger oC their lives. They are 
courageous under fire and stand val- 
iently by the fighting forces, ready to 
sacrifice their lives that others might 
be saved. The morale o,f the Allies is 
firm. Victory is certain if the people 
back home do their duty only half as 
well as the soldiers in the trenches 
are doing theirs."

On May 29, the regular

bass does not open until June 15, but 
Oswego bass, green bass and yellow 
bass may be caught as early as May 
29. These laws appear to conflict, ac- 
cording to the letter, because the 
large mouthed black bass is the same 
fish as the Oswego bass and green 
bass, and' the small mouthed black 
bass the same as the yetl'ow bass 
Because of this, the attorney general 
advises all courts to give the law a 
broad 
construction, and

OHDERED BY GOVERNMENT 


STARTS IN JULY 


Delivery of th.e first of the 1,025 


locomotives ordered by th,e Railroad 
Administration will start in July, and 
deliveries will continue monthly dur- 
ing the rost of the year. The loco- 
motives are o£ six standard types, 
with one heavy and one light style in 
each type. They vary In weight from 
290,000 pounds to 540,000 pounds, 
and the entire order will cost about 
,$110,000,000, 


The six standard types are expected 


to eventually supersede 
the 
many 


kinds now In cervice, which embrace 
engines built according to 600 or 
more specifications. According to the 
Railroad Administration, this Is the 
first real step toward standardization 
of locomotives. 


An order has also been placed for 


100,000 freight cars of standard' type 
to cost between $250,000,000 and 
$300,000,000. Negotiations for tho 
construction oif. many thousand addi- 
tional steel freight 
cars are 
still 


pending. The five types of cars or- 
dered represent the standard forms 
of freight cars adopted by the Rail- 
road Administration, 


The adoption of tyiese standard 


types, it Js 'believed, will eventually 
substitute a few scientifically worlced- 
out designs for the numerous miscel- 
laneous varieties of cars,- represent- 
ing probably more than a thousand 
different old styles and specifications 
now in use, the accumulations of the 
past.

year ago. Tuesday the calves were 
sold. With the money received tho 
principal and Interest was paid, and 
the balance wont to tho boys and 
girls us profit The majority of the 
animals sold fairly well. One pure 
bred Guernsey bull ca^lf, purchased 
at $50, sold ot ?1GG. One pure bred 
Guernsey bull calf, purchased at $GO, 
sold for $200. One pure bred Guern- 
sey heifer calf, purchased at ?90, sold 
for $180. 


One thing that was brought out 


very plainly was the fact that the 
animals that had received good feed 
and care were well grown and made 
their owners a good profit. Good 
breeding is a very important item 
but it amounts to practically nothing 
unless proper feeding and care soos 
with it, 
If you are raising scrub 


cattle with scrub feed 
and 
scrub 


feeding methods, don't make tho mis- 
take of thinking that you are saving 
money, but got a high grade or pure 
bred and thus easi'ly become a suc- 
cessful dairy farmer. It can't be done 
without feed and care. 


We feel confident that 
tho calf 


club has resulted in better bred, and 
wo hope, in better care and feeding 
on several Wood county farms, We 
should start a campaign, the purpose 
of which would be to .put a pure bred 
bull on every farm in Wood county. 
When the time comes that this is ac- 
complished, our cheese and butter 
output will be more than doubled. 
We will be able to ship out hundreds 
of carloads out of the county at 
fancy prices and fewer cariloads will 
go out as canners.

SPECIAL GAME FISH 


LAW IS. EXPLAINED 


To clear up a general misunder- 


standing of the new special game fish 
law the state conservation commis- 
sion has issued a circular letter to all 
game wardens explaining its applica- 
tion. 
The fishing season opens for resi- 


dents only, on May 1, instead of May 
29, as heretofore, but the daily bag 
limit of ten pounds of fish, or two 
fish of any weight, is provided in the 
,!aw "Also, during that period," the 
letter specifies, "no fish classed as 
game fish may be shipped, sold or 
bartered. On May 29, the regular 
law goes into effect." 
, 
The season for the taking of Macs 


bass does not open until June 15, but 
Oswego bass, green bass and yellow 
bass may be caught as early as May 
29. These laws appear to conflict, ac- 
cording to the letter, because the 
large mouthed black bass is the same 
fish as the Oswego bass and green 
bass, and the small mouthed black 
bass the same as the yellow bass. 
Because of this, the attorney general 
advises all courts to give the law a 
broad 
construction, and

Washington.—Of course the big job 


which the United States now has on 
hand Is winning the war. but there 
are several big problems 
to solve 


which ought to be engaging the at- 
tention of tliose who are not devoting 
their energies to war work. In a way 
quite a number of men have been try- 
ing to solve the greatest of all prob- 
lems that confront this country, which 
is the depopulation of the farms and 
tne influx of rural people to the cities. 


Speaker Champ Clark has a clear 


idea about what is going on and can 
give the causes, but as yet has not 
been able to offer a solution of the 
problem. 
The speaker takes his own 


congressional district ns an example 
and he points out that little towns 
throughout his district do not grow 
because small manufacturing plants 
cannot thrive in the smaller cities and 
towns. 
One reason is because they 


cannot get sufficient railroad accom- 
modations and if located on one line 
of road they have been squeezed in 
the matter of freights. Hut the mum 
trouble Is that manufacturing plants 
in small places 
cannot 
maintain a 


scale of wages or hold skilled labor. 
Their best men gravitate to the cities 
where they meet their own kind of 
people and where they seem better 
satisfied. 
"There Is scarcely nn agri- 


cultural county In the United States, 
said the Speaker, "which has not lost 
population in the last ten years." 


Speaker Clark cuunot see that the 


war Is going to make any difference 
with the present condition, nor does 
he believe that the men who come 
back from the war will want to go to 
the country and live on farms. 
He 


thinks that there is a general tend- 
ency on the part of the people in the 
country districts to move to the cities, 
and although he recognizes it is n very 
serious question, he 1ms not figured 
out a remedy. 


He spoke of a 
very Interesting 


piia.se of the colored situation in u 
number of states and particularly in 
Missouri. 
He said that the negroes 


gravitate to the river towns. "It must 
be that there is some atlinity between 
a 
nigger nnd a 
catfish." 
said 
the 


speaker, "for they have left good 
places to go to towns along the riv- 
ers. 
I know of places where they 


could find employment for-every mem- 
ber of the family, have a cabin and nn 
acre of land where they could run n 
little farm of their' own. and yet >:hey 
pull up stakes and go to the river 
towns." 


It would thus appear that the drift 


from the farms is not confined to any 
color or race.

PREVENT LOSSES FROM CUT- 


WORMS BY PEEDIXG POISON 


BRAX MASH 


Not so much a bigger acreage as a 


bigger yield is the hope for greater 
food production for 191S. Destruc- 
tion of insect pests and plant diseases 
is one of the ways to get the bigger 
yield without increasing the expense 
of tho amount of labor needed. The 
replanting that is necessary when a 
crop is attacked by cutworms, grubs 
and insects, Is more costly in time, 
labor and money than the prevention 
of the pests would be. 


"Cutworms are somewhat difficult 


to fight," according to L. G. Centner 
of the entomology department of tho 
University 
of Wisconsin, 
"because 


they feed mostly at night and hide in 
the soil during the day. They can bo 
traced by their work. They cut off 
the young plants near the surface of 
the soil, making replanting necessary 
and eat the leaves of the older plants 
causing the plants to become stunted 
and finally die. 


"Poison bran masli is the most ef- 


fective means of fighting the cut- 
worm now. Tho mash should be scat- 
tered over the ground before the crop 
appears. 
If 
broadcasted 
over 
the 


lelds in late afternoon or early even- 
ng at the rate of 3 to 5 pounds an 
acre, the cutworms will feed on it at 
night and die. If the pasts become 
troublesome at any time during the 
season, the mash may be used again. 


"The poison bran mash is made by 


mixing i pound of white arsenic or £ 
pounds of lead arsenate with 25 
pounds of dry bran or middlings. 
Then dissolve 1 quart of low-grade 
molasses and 
Vi pound of salt in a 


quantity of water. Mix this with the 
bran and add enough more water to 
make a crumbly mash. Care should 
be taken to keep poultry from the 
mash."

open 
for educational purposes

Lafayette 
saved 
America. 


This was the most glorious achieve- 
ment In the history of the world. Sin- 
gle handed and alone Lafayette sdwed 
the seeds of liberty in the United 
States that has spread from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific and fired the souls 
of a hundred million people. When Ihe 
American colonies were in a death

Not so much a bigger acreage as a 


bigger yield is the hope for greater 
food production for 191S. 
Destruc- 


tion of insect pests and plant diseases 
is one of the ways to get the bigger 
yield without increasing the expense 
of the amount of labor needed. The 
replanting that Is necessary when a 
crop is attacked by cutworms, grubs 
and insects, is more costly in time, 
labor and money than the prevention 
of the pests would be. 


"Cutworms are somewhat difficult 


to fight," according to L. G. Centner 
of the entomology department of the 
University of Wisconsin, 
"because 


they feed mostly at night and hide iu 
the soil during the day. They can be 
traced by their work. They cut off 
the young plants near the surface of 
the soil, making replanting necessary 
and eat the leaves of the older plants 
causing the plants to become stunted 
and finally die. 


"Poison bran mash is the most ef- 


fective means of fighting the cut- 
worm now. The mash should be scat- 
tered over the ground before the crop 
appears. 
If broadcasted over 
the 


lelds in late afternoon or early even- 
ng: at the rate of 3 to G pounds an 
acre, the cutworms will feed on it at 
night and die. If the pests become 
troublesome at any time during the 
season, the mash may be used again. 


"The poison bran mash is made by 


mixing 1 pound of white arsenic or £ 
pounds of lead arsenate with 
25 


pounds of dry bran or middlings. 
Then dissolve 1 quart of low-grade 
molasses and 
',& pound of salt in a 


quantity of water. Mix this with the 
bran and add enough more water to 
make a crumbly mash. Care should 
be taken to keep poultry from the 
mash."

If egg producers would work to 


gether t.o reduce egg losses, much of 
the Hr>,000,000 toll which results im- 
nually from cureless handling could be 
eliminated. Egg circles, the name given 
to associations of! qgg producers, have 
been urged by the United Stall's de- 
pnrtmnnt of agriculture for a number 
of years. 
The work which these or- 


ganizations can do now to save- food 
Is of the utmost importance. 


Kgg circles watch the egg crop, not 


only In its handling but In its produc- 
tion. They strive to prevent the care- 
lessness wiiic.h permits mongrel .stock, 
dirty tiests, stolen nests' of broody 
hens, unoonflned males, late-maturing 
pullol'H, and other undesirable, condi- 
tions to exist on egg I'imns. Every ef- 
fort is made to reduce the high per- 
centage of small, cracked, dirty, stale, 
lien Led nnd rotten eggs. 
.Many mar- 


keting problems also are overcome. 


Early Chicks In Quantity. 


One very successful organization of. 


egg producers has a large ineubntor 
house of, 32,'GOO egg capacity where 
early chicks are produced for the mem- 
bers nt a low cost. This is done In 
order to obtain early maturing pullets 
thusi uncuring egga during tlie 
fnll 


when eggs usually are scarce. 
The 


company nlso has a receiving room for 
eggs where'they are candied, sorted to 
weight—nbout -4 ounces to the dozen 
—packed in carlons, and shipped on 
contract orders. Their eggs nre all guar- 
anteed to be according to grade, they 
advertise the fancy grades on their 
cartons nnd cases, and market prices 
are paid to the ^members. 
Twice n 


yenr dividends are puid each member 
in proportion to the amount of eggs 
marketed 
through the company and 


the time o.C year eggs were brought In, 
n larger dividend being paid per dozen 
for eggs brought in during die fall 
und winter than for those received 
during the spring nnd summer, esti- 
mated by mouths. A regular trade Is 
established with dlacriuiluntlug con- 
sumers, with city clubs, with the best 
class hotels nnd restaurants, nnd with 
fancy grocers for a supply cnch day or 
week. 


Egga for Fancy Trade. 


The reputation that Is established 


enables tills association to fix its 
prices nt several coats n dozen above 
the regular market quotations, as I'an- 
cy trade is willing to pay a premium 
for a guaranteed article. 
Most egg 


circles hiiy chicken feed nmi other 
poultry supplies In quantities for their 
members. 
While at first the number of 


eggs to be marketed mny not warrant 
n central station with a manager to 
inspect, grade and market tho whole 
product, the nlm should be to develop 
to that state, 


Specialists, of 
the department of 


agriculture will nld producers In or- 
ganizing community egg circles nnd 
nlso in problems of production nnd 
marketing. In Farmers' Bulletin 650 
suggestions nnd forms are offered 118 
aids In organizing nnd managing such 
co-operative associations. 


To flnd these stolen nests, ns they nre 
usually called, Is ofteu a long and 
tedious task, the usunl method betug 
to follow each turkey hen as she eep- 
nrates from the flock nnd turns toward 
her nest, taking cnre that she does 
not know «he Is observed. But "shad- 
owing" the turkey hen is not always 
the best way. 
A much cnsier nnd 


quicker method, according to special- 
ists o.f the United States department 
of njjrleullnre, is to confine tho hens 
early some morning soon after they 
hnve come down from roost and let 
them out late In the afternoon. 
This 


forced delay causes die hens to head 
straight for their nests in order to lay 
their eggs. 


Keep Brood Coope 'Clean. 


Clean the brood coop at least once 


n week nnd keep It free from miles. 
If mites nre found In the coop cleun 
It: thoroughly nnd spray with kerosene 
or crude petroleum. From one to two 
Inches of snnd or dry dirt or n thin 
layer of straw or fine hay should be 
spread on die floor of the coop. Coops 
.should 
be moved 
weekly 
to 
fresh 


ground, preferably whore there Is new 
grass. 


Shade Is very essential In roaring 


chickens during warm weather; there- 
fore place die coops In shady spots 
whenever possible. 
A cornfield makes 


fine range for young chickens, as they 
an find many bugs nnd worms and 
hnvo fresh ground to run on most of 
the time, due to the cultivation of the 
soil. 
Abundant shade Is furnished at 


the enme time. 


Need More Turkeys, Too. 


With but l i t t l e additional outlay to 


'armors, many more turkeys could be 
•nlsed, poultry specialists of the Unite/I 
States department of ngrlculture sny. 
The small number of turkeys per farm 
n the United States Is surprising. Ac- 
cording to die census of 191.0/ which IB 
the Incest flint has been taken, only 
13.7 per cent of (he total number of 
farms reported any turkeys at all, and 
on these farms on average of but 
slightly more than four breeding tur- 
keys was found per farm. Some farms 
by the nature of die crops grown on 
them or because of unfavorable Bur- 
ronndings are not ndnpted to turkey 
raising, but most farms nre, nnd could 
easily handle n breeding flock of 10 
to 35 hen turkeys nnd n torn, rnislng 
from 75 t.o 150 turkeys ench year nt a 
good profit.

Ordered to Movo.

there was u battery of heavy artillery 
urn! shells wen; dropping in there two 
or three to a mlnutL 1, and It was heavy 
stuff, too.

All the battalions arrived ami In that

least two thousand- men.

But 
the shells continued to drop in front of 
ns nnd on either side, but none landed 
union),' us, and after waiting there for 
three hours, expecting to be blown to 
bits nny second, we finally moved for- 
ward. J n fit as wo left the copse, from 
behind us. up over n ridge, came a 
stream of galloping horses. 


"It's the cavalry," someone shouted. 


but soon I made out limbers and field 
guns. 


U'hev galloped past us, going like 


mad. took up a position to our right, 
8wunv5 into position, unlinibei'ed, and 


.n two minutes wore blazing away. It 
.'.•as u thrilling wight. 


Torn by Shells. 


Til going forward wo went nronml 


i he end of the larger wood in front of 
us, over ground that wns torn to bits 
by the heavy .shell fin; that hail jn.st 
preceded, over another edge., across a 
valley, ami uml'ir flic crest of a hill. 
And. 
hen; we found the tanks going 


over- ilit; top of fh" hill to lake up 
their position. At this point we were 
s t i l l about a' mile from the front lino 


At this place I opened up an aid pos 


utuler the crest of the hill to take carp 
of what wounded came In while we 
were getting into position. 


.Shrapnel was bursting in the air, 


shells wore whiz/ing overhaul, and onr 
guns behind me were belching fortli 
tho tire. The noise, was deafening. 


A railroad ran through the valley 


and an engine pulling a couple of flat 
cars was going by. 
A couple of sol- 


diers were sitting on tho rear truck 
swinging their feot. 
A shell burst on 


the track and only missed the last car 
about fifteen yards. Neither man was 
hit nnd the train went blithely on. 


Ry this time It was getting along 


toward evening, the sun was sinking 
In the west, and finally went down a 
great ball of tire. At the time, I re- 
member, I noticed Its color. 
It was, 


blood red and hnd a sinister look. Was 
It my Imagination, or might it have 
been a premonition? 
At any rate, I 


shall never forget the color of the sun 
as It set that night at the end of the 
first clay of probably one ot the great- 
est battles In history. 
It certainly 


didn't look good to me. 


Tho drumming of tho guns contin- 


ued, twilight gradually deepened into 
night, the signalers stopped their wig- 
wagging find tools; up their flash sig- 
nals, a fog dropped down on us and 
put the lights out of business, and 
whon we left to go forward under the 
cover of darkness they were busy put- 
ting out their telephone lines—-signal- 
ers and runners don't have an etisy 
time. 


Shell Dump Goes Up. 


Behind us n shell limited in (in am- 


m u n i t i o n dump and 1C went up with a 
roar: then the rifle n i n m u n l l i n n started 
going oft' like a great bunch of fire- 
crackers, and great tongues of flame 
lit up the sky. 


It Is reported Unit Hie Germans hnd 


broken through our line and we were 
to counter-attack in the morning. 
We 


got into positions 
without a 
single 


casualty. 
I opened »" aid post in uu 


old dugout and settled clown to sleep 
until morning. 
You may think It fun- 


ny that one could sleup under such 
conditions, but I hud been 
up since 


"i :.'50. had tramped about six or seven 
miles, nat! had a rather trying clay 
and was clog tired. 


Just like some i>t the warm days we 


gt;c 
I In- last, of 
March at 
home. 
In 


going 
furwnrd 
it

for us to march suvenry-five yards In 
front of three batteries of field guns. 
There are sis- guns to a battery. They 
shoot

I here each gun 
was 


shooting twice ro the minute. 
i'ou 


cnn imagine flit! racket when I toll 
yon that flu; discharge of one gnu can 
be heard about four miles. 
In addi- 


tion the ruiche was trying to knock 
out this battery and lie was dropping 
his six inch shells a little too close, for 
comfort. 


Nearly in a Trap. 


Then I made a lovely mistake. 1 


was to establish an aid post near bat- 
talion headquarters and wont blithely 
on when t met n company commander 
and asked htm where to go. 


"Back then; about a quarter of _ a 


mllo," he. replied. 
"This- Is the front 


center company. If you keep on in 
the direction yon are going you are 
going up over that ridge and Fritz will 
be. waiting Cor you with a machine 
gun." 


So my sergeant and 
orderly nnd 


myself didn't wnsce any time In clear- 
ing. On the way hack I found a gallon 
can full of water, got Into a corrugated 
iron shelter and had a wash and a 
shave. It certainly felt good. 1 don't 
bo.Iie.ve I had washed for 
thirty-six 


hours. 
Tt was warm and bright. 
I 


could look out of my shelter and see 
our support linos digging themselves 
in several hundred yards away. 
The 


cannon fire, ceased, the machine guns 
settled clown to an occasional 'fitful 
hurst nnd It was midday of a beautiful 
spring day.. 


A couple of partridge Hew over me. 


What did they know or care nbont all 
this noise nnd racket and men getting 
up In line and killing each other? 


Along about three o'clock things be- 


gan to liven up again. In the mean- 
time headquarters had been establish- 
ed In n. sunken road with banks about 
fifteen feet high on either side (later 
Ibis cut was half filled with dead). 
My aid post, was In n dugout near by 
and gradually things got hotter and 
hotter. 


Onr nion hnd dug themselves in 


and wore popping uwny with their 
rifles. 
Tho 
u>lcl batteries behind us 


were putting up a barrage, airplanes 
were circling overhead, both ours and 
(he r.ermans'. The Germans put up » 
counter-barrage, 
the 
machine guns 


were going like mad. I was. standing 
with the colonel on a little rise of 
crountl above the sunken road when 
Ihp Germans broke through about a 
mile to the north of us. They could 
t>e plainly seen pouring over the ridge 
in close formation. 


Tanks Get Into Action. 


Then, the tanks came up, and you 


should havp seen them run! Just like 
rabbits! 
The 
tanks 
retired; 
the 


Boches reformed and 
came 
at 
it 


;aln. They tell me that at curtain 


places our men withstood fifteen suc- 
cessive attacks and that the Germans 
vent down in thousands. 
One Welsh- 


nan told me that his gun accounted 
'or 75 in three minutes during one 
vnve. 


Machine-sun bullets were 
nlppiug 


irc-und rue, t.he shell fire was getting 


hotter, and even though It was a won- 
derful sight- to watch-I decided "dis- 
cretion was the better part of valor," 
or something' like that, and got down 
In my dugout. 
. 
. '. 


I went back to the advanced dress- 


ing station through .the hottest shell 
fire I .ever .experienced. More than 
once I went down on my f.uce when a 
sholl burst and the pieces went whiz- 
zing over my head. I spent the night. 
In u mined village where the advanced 
dressing station was located, and all 
idght tliey shelled it to blazes. It was 
remarkable how few casualties we 
had. 


Aboul: eleven o'clock the morning of: 


the third day a shell blew in the side 
of our post, but luckily no one was. 
hurt. We stuck to It until about four 
In the nfternoon, when we saw our 
men retiring over a ridge in front of 
us. keeping up a continuous machine 
gun and riile lire, and we beat it back 
to another village nnd opened anoth- 
er post. 


The Begrimed 
Lord. 


About ten o'clock on the morning of 


the fourth day Lord Thyme, my col- 
onel when I was with the battalion, 
stumbled into the shack where I was 
sitting. He looked like a gliost. He 
had lost his hat, his face was covered 
with a four days' beard, the sweat 
had traced tracks in the dust from his 
forehead to his chin. His sleeve was 
torn and bloody and he had a gash in 
his arm where he had been struck by 
a. piece of Hying shell case. 


"My God, doc, are you here?" he 


said. 
"You got out just In tlra?. The 


battalion is all gone. The sunken road 
!s 
filled 'with 
dead—mostly 
Huns, 


lamn 'em. The line 
broke on the 


right; we were surrounded, and at 
the last we were fighting back and; 
back. Only thirty of us got away." 


So we knew the Boche hnd broken 


through to our right and onr left, and 
.t was a question of how long It would 
be before we, too, were surrounded, 
nit we wanted to stick It out as long 
is we could. 


But not more than an hour later a 


nodical officer rushed in from- one of 
the battalions and between gasps for 
breath told us the Germans were on 
the edge of the village, had shot him 
through the sleeve with a' machine 
gun bullet (luckily that was all), and 
for us to beat it.- 


Let me tell you we did. 
I threw 


my knapsack -and made the first hun- 
dred yards In nothing flat and then 
settled down to a walk because I was 
so out of breath I couldn't run any 
more. 


The incessant scream and crash and 


bang of the shells kept up and the 
rat-tat-tat of the machine guns never 
censed. 
The village Immediately be- 


hind us wns a seething mass o.f brick 
dust, 
smoke, 
flame, 
and 
bursting 


shells. 
We were told on our way

behind

village, so 
we circled 


around 
It and took up a 
position 


about a half mile behind it at a cross- 
roads. 


Unfortunately for us, a six inch bat- 


tery came into action about fifty yards 
from us and. aside from the harassing 
effect of the terrific noise, batteries 
are always unpleasant neighbors, as 
they invite shell fire. 
We sOpped 


here until about 10 o'clock at night, 
when we were ordered to retire. 


There was no way of getting out 


the wounded that we had collected, so 
the stretcher bearers carried them on 
their stretchers for six or seven miles. 
In fact:, we nil helped, and when we 
arrived at onr destination at 4 o'clock 
hi the morning of the -fifth day we 
were all in. 


I could hardly move, but after two 


big bowls of hot tea and some hard 
tack I turned In on the floor nnd slept 
like a log for four hours, when wa 
moved to another place and opened a 
dressing station. 


Hun Plane Crashes. 


On the way a German 'airplane cnrae 


down and crashed near the road, but 
neither the pilot nor observer were 
hurt. 
They were a couple of rather 


neai: looking lads about 19 years old. 


And so it. went for three days more, 


open a dressing station, retire (some- 
times on the run), long marches, very 
little to eat except what we foraged 
from abandoned camps nnd dumps, 
dog tired, sleeping when and where we 
could, and finally the division was re- 
lieved. We now saw our first civilians, 
and last night I slept in a bed.

EGG PRODUCERS 


WORK TOGETHER 


Co-operation Will Save $45,000,- 


000 Annual Loss From Care- 


less Handling. 


IMPORTANCE OF EGG CIRCLES 


Associations Watch Crop and Strive to 


Prevent Carelessness and Undesir- 


abla Conditions—Market Prob- 


lems Overcome. 


If egg producers would work to- 


gether to reduce egg losses, much of 
the $45,000,000 toll which results an- 
nually from careless handling could be 
eliminated. Egg circles, the name given 
to associations of egg producers, have 
been urged by the United States de- 
partment of agriculture for a number 
of years. The work which these or- 
ganizations can do now to save food 
is of the utmost importance. 


Egg circles watch the egg crop, not 


only in its handling but in its produc- 
tion. They strive to prevent the care- 
lessness wh'ich permits mongrel stock, 
dirty nests, stolen nests' of broody 
hens, uuconfined males, late-maturing 
pullets, and other undesirable condi- 
tions to exist oa egg farms. Every ef- 
fort is made to reduce the high 'per- 
centage of small, cracked, dirty, stale, 
heated nnd rotten eggs. 
Many mar- 


keting problems also are overcome. 


Early Chicks In Quantity. 


One very successful organization of 


egg producers has a large incubator 
house of^ 12,'000 egg capacity where 
early chicks are produced for the mem- 
bers at a low cost. This is done In 
order to obtain early maturing pullets 
thus securing eggs during the fall 
when eggs usually are scarce. 
The 


company also has a receiving room for 
eggs where1 they are candled, sorted to 
weight—about 24. ounces to the dozen 
—packed in cartons, and shipped on 
contract orders. Their eggs ore nil guar- 
anteed to be according to grade, they 
advertise the fancy grades on their 
cartons and cases, and market prices 
nre paid to the members. 
Twice a 


year dividends are paid each member 
in proportion to the amount of eggs 
marketed through the company and 
the time of year eggs were brought in, 
a larger dividend being paid per dozen 
for eggs brought in during the fall 
and winter than for those received 
during the spring and summer, esti- 
mated by months. A regular trade Is 
established with discriminating con- 
sumers, with city clubB, with the best 
class hotels and restaurants, and with 
fancy grocers for a supply each day or 
week. 


for Fancy Trade. 


To find these stolen nests, as they are 
usually called. Is often a long and 
tedious task, the usual method being 
to follow each turkey hen as she sep- 
arates from the flock and turns toward 
her nest, taking care that she does 
not know she is observed. But "shad- 
owing" the turkey hen is not always 
the best way. 
A much easier and 


quicker method, according to special- 
ists of the United States department 
of agriculture, Is to confine the hens 
early some morning soon after they 
have come down from roost and let 
them out late in the afternoon. 
This 


forced delay causes the hens to head 
straight for their nests in order to lay 
their eggs. 


. Keep Brood Coops Clean. 


Clean the brood coop at least once 


a week and keep it free from mites. 
If mites are found In the coop clean 
It thoroughly and spray with kerosene 
or crude petroleum. From one to two 
Inches of sand or dry dirt or a thin 
layer of straw or fine hay should be 
spread on the floor of the coop. Coops 
should 
be moved weekly 
to 
fresh 


ground, preferably where there Is new 
grass. 


Shade Is very essential In rearing 


chickens during warm weather; there- 
fore place the coops In shady spots 
whenever possibl-e. A cornfield makes

Need More Turkeys, Too.

With but little additional outlay to 


tanners, many more turkeys could be 
aised, poultry specialists of the United 
States department of agriculture say. 
?he smnll number of turkeys per farm 
n the United Slates is surprising. Ac- 
cording to the census of 1910,''which U 
the latest that has been taken, only 
13.7 per cent of the total number of 
farms reported any turkeys at all, and 
o'n these farms an average of but 
slightly more than four breeding tur- 
keys was found per farm. Some farms 
by the nature of the crops grown on 
them or because of unfavorable sur- 
roundings are not adapted to turkey 
raising, but most farms are, and could 
easily handle a breeding flock of 10 
to 15 hen turkeys and n torn, raising 
from 75 to 150 turkeys each year at a 
good profit.
